“This report,” Woll said, “is not 
in any sense a criticism of the ad- 
ministration. On the contrary we 
find much in the administration 
to praise.” 8 

He also denied that he was try- 
ing to impose his own economic 
views on the convention, and added 
that the report was offered only 
to “arouse thinking” about prob- 
lems of modern Government activi- 
ties. 

The report asserted that the

BERLIN, Oct. 12. — Germany 
wants to resume norznal business 
relations with Czechoslovakia at 
once. To this end, a Government 
spokesman said today, direct nego- 
tiations are proceeding independ- 
ent of the International Commission 
sitting in Berlin. 

This commission is to fix terms 


of settlement following German ab- 
sorption of Sudetenland, and Ger- 
many believes thousands of de- 
tailed problems will keep the com- 
mission busy for weeks, too long to 
wait for resumption of normal eco- 
nomic life. 

Among the things Germany 
wants included in an agreement to 
govern until the commission com- 
pletes its work are agreements on 
resumption of rail, postal, tele- 


phone and telegraph communica- 


tions, and at least a limited ex- 
change of goods, * permit food 
shipments. 

Questions of Sa of prop- 
erty, of patent rights held by 
Czechs which will now be exploited 
by Germans, and of the shifting of 
Czechoslovak capital out of Su- 
detenland are giving the commis- 
sion long hours of work. 

The new boundaries worked sev- 
eral freak situations. In one in- 
stance, an electric light plant of a 
town is in Czechoslovakia, but the 
town now is in Germany. 

So far, no definite decisions have 
become known. Czech sources said 
the two contesting parties were not 
agreed on fundamental principles. 

Germany denies Czechoslovakia’s 


right to take railway rolling stock 


and other movable public utility 
equipment. The Czechs took vir- 
tually all the railway cars, locomo- 
tives and movable electrical equip- 
ment with them when they evac- 
uated Sudetenland. 

The Germans assert these partly 
belong to the Sudetens and that 
such property should be shared ac- 
cording to some method yet to be 
agreed on. 

Frantisek Chvalkovsky, new For- 
eign Minister of Czechoslovakia, 
will reach Berlin tomorrow morn- 
ing for conferences with Foreign 
Minister Joachim yon Ribbentrop, 
it was announced. Chvalkovsky, a 
former Minister to Berlin, has been 
expected ever since entering the 
Prague Cabinet early this month 
to come to Berlin to seek a new 
basis for relations between Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia,

A dispatch from Shanghai said 
severe fighting was expected be- 
cause the Chinese seemed de- 
termined to block every Japanese 
effort to take Canton and invade 
the interior. Some Shanghai observ- 
ers said an expeditionary force of 
300,000 men would be needed to oc- 
cupy Canton. 


TOKYO ASKS POWERS 
TO KEEP DOWN THEIR 
MOVEMENTS IN AREA 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKYO, Oct. 12.—The Japanese 
Government urged the United 
States and other Powers today to 
“refrain as far as possible from 
moving troops, warships and air- 
craft in South China” in view of 
the landing of a Japanese expedi- 
tion, presumably for a drive on 
Canton. 

Notes were sent to the Tokyo 
embassies of the principal Powers 
asking for co-operation to prevent 
incidents in connection with the 
South China campaign. 

The notes designated the area 
between Swatow, 200 miles north- 
east of Hongkong, and Pakhoi, 
about 350 miles southwest of that 
British colony, as the area in which 
neutral Powers were to refrain 
from moving their forces. 

Japan asked that 10 days’ notice 
be given the Japanese command if 
“sheer necessity should compel” 
such movements. 

Previous Notes Recalled. 

A Hongkong dispatch said that 
the United States gunboat Min- 
danao, with Capt. John T. G. Stap- 
ler, commander of the South China 
patrol, on board, had arrived at 
Hongkong to provision and would 
return to Canton shortly. Presum- 
ably such movements come within 
the scope of the Japanese warning. 

The notes to foreign Powers re- 
called that similar requests had 
been made by Japan on June 22, 
this year. According to a version 
published by the Foreign Office, 
the notes said, in part: 

“The Japanese Government re- 
quests foreign governments con- 
cerned to take adequate and effec- 
tive measures to prevent the Chi- 
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nese from deliberatery constructing 
military works near foreign prop- 
erty or continuing resistance while 
retreating toward foreign property. 

“Under such circumstances the 
Japanese Government holds that 
the Chinese troops must assume 
the responsibility (for any dam- 
age). 

“It is ardently desired that the 
foreign Powers concerned refrain 
from any action calculated to give 


misgivings to the Japanese forces. 


“Secondly, the Japanese Govern- 
ment desires that the foreign Pow- 
ers concerned refrain as far as pos- 
sible from moving troops, warships 
and aircraft in South China from 
Swatow to Pakhoi during the Jap- 
anese military action, lest unfore- 
seen accidents occur between them 
and Japanese troops, warships or 
aircraft. 

“The Japanese Government fur- 
ther desires that Japanese author- 
ities should be notified 10 days in 
advance if sheer necessity should 
compel foreign movements. 

“Thirdly, the Imperial Govern- 
ment trusts and requests that for- 
eign Powers concerned will not per- 
mit Chinese troops to utilize for- 
eign territory or territorial waters 
or air, though the Chinese may pos- 
sibly attempt to do so.” 

Foreign Interests to Be Respected. 

A Japanese Foreign Office state- 
ment said the Japanese would “re- 
spect vested foreign interests” ia 
the new offensive.

Japanese Planes Bomb 11 Com- 
munities in South China. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Oct. 12—Domei (Jap- 
anese news agency) reported from 
Hongkong today that Japanese 
navy planes had bombed 11 com- 
munities in Kwangtung ‘Province, 
Southern China. 

Domei dispatches also said 90 
Soviet airmen were concentrated 
at the airfield adjacent to Canton. 


Japanese Report Capture of Sin- 
yang in Drive on Hankow. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 12—The Jap- 
anese intensified. their drives 
against Hankow from the north and 
west today and were reported to 
have cut the northern railway com- 
munication with Hankow by cap- 
turing Sinyang, 100 miles north of 
the capital. 

The new. South China campaign 
was considered certain to force the 
Chinese to utilize Cantonese forces 
to defend their home province and 
make it impossible for them to re- 
inforce Gen. Chiang Kai-shek in 
hard-pressed Hankow.

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Japanese reports this afternoon 
said reinforced Chinese troops out- 
side Yangsin suffered heavy cas- 
ualties when trapped between Jap- 
anese entrenched on the south 
bank of the Fu River and others in 
mountains farther north. 

Another communique .said Jap- 
anese forces landed on the south 
bank of the Yangtze opposite Ki- 
chun preparatory to an assault on 
Chinese Yangsin defenses by at- 
tacking from the northeast. 

The capture of Sinyang came aft- 
er the invaders smashed through 
the northeastern gate. Japanese 
reported this evening that their 
men were mopping up stragglers 
inside the walls and that Chinese 
outside the walls were counter-at- 
tacking in hopes of recapturing 
Sinyang. 
The Chinese said four Japanese 
planes were shct down when raid- 
ers bombed airdromes at Heng- 
vag, a city in East Honan Pro- 
vince where the Chinese were re- 
ported to be rebuilding their air 
force, 


British Women and Children Ad- 
vised to Leave Canton.

CANTON, China, Oct. 12.— The 
British Consul in Canton advised 
British women and children today 
to leave as a new Japanese expedi- 
tionary force landed at nearby Bias 
Bay. 

It was understood about 40 Brit- 
ish subjects and several Americans 
would leave tomorrow.

Veterans’ Organization De- 
mands Two-Year Dicta- 


torship—Socialists Warn 


of Fascism. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 12—The French 
Cabinet authorized Premier Edo- 
uard Daladier today to spend an ex- 
tras 2,307,000,000 francs ($62,298,- 
000) for national defense in the 
remaining months of this year. 

To the Premier as War Minister 
was allotted 1,420,000,000 francs 
($38,340,000) for the army and to 
Navy Minister Cesar Campinchi 
$87,000,000 francs ($23,949,000) for 
the sea forces. Daladier as Minis- 
ter of National Defense and Pre- 
mier will supervise the whole ex- 
penditure. 

The appropriations were the first 
evidence of the Government’s de- 
termination to push French rearm- 
ament after the Munich agreement 
of Sept. 30, in which Adolf Hitler 
obtained French, British and Ital- 
ian agreement to partition Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Previous Statements. 

National defense expenditures 
previously alloted by Parliament for 
1938 totaled 25,945,000,000 francs 
(about $674,570,000). 

At the same time, the Cabinet, 
meeting with President Albert Le- 
brun, was said to have agreed to 
transfer Andre Francois-Poncet, 
Ambassador to Berlin, to the Rome 
embassy. He is to carry to Italy 
the French recognition of Musso- 
lini’s conquest of Ethiopia. 

The selection of Francois-Poncet 
was not mentioned in a commu- 
nique issued after the meeting, but 
Ministers confirmed it on leaving 
the session. The announcement was 
withheld officially pending approval 
of the Italian Government. 

The Ministers said they decided to 
send Robert Coulondre to take over 
the Berlin Embassy from his pres- 
ent post as Ambassador to Mos- 
cow. 

Rene Massigli, director of com- 
mercial and political affairs at the 
Foreign Office, was appointed Am- 
bassador to Turkey. 

War Veterans’ Demands. 

A dictatorial government of na- 
tional union was demanded today 
in the name of 6,000,000 organized 
World War veterans as the only 
means of solving the acute problem 
facing the nation. 

Henri Pichot, president of the 
Federal nion of Veterans, declared 
he issued the call for a govern-

ment that would ignore political 
parties and do away with Parlia- 
ment for two years not only in the 
name of his organization but with 
the approval of affiliated veterans’ 
groups as well. 

The manifesto demanded that 
Premier Daladier prove he is the 
man to save France by imme- 
diately forming a national gov- 
ernment demanding full economic, 
financial, social and diplomatic 
powers from Parliament to rule the 
country by decree until the 1940 
general elections, 

Should Parliament refuse, Pichot 
declared, the Chamber of Deputies 
should be dissolved and the 6,000,000 
veterans’ votes would elect a Par- 
liament that would grant decree 
powers. 

Socialists quickly answered the 
veterans’ declaration with a warn- 
ing that any such efforts to apply 
“methods of Fascism” to France 
would result in a bitter struggle. 

Simultaneously the General Con- 
federation of Labor, which claims 
to speak for 5,000,000 workers, de- 
clared itself unanimously opposed 
to any changes in the 40-hour work 
week and other social legislation 
which was one of the defects in the 
nation’s economy enumerated by 
Pichot as having to be remedied. 

Veterans’ leaders painted a grave 
picture’ of France, declaring the 
budget was hopelessly out of bal- 
ance, the currency was falling, half 
the country’s heavy taxation was 
needed to care for the national debt 
and, while political parties wran- 
gled over social laws, production 
had fallen below that of 1913.

Late in .1938 Season, 
Wants to Be Pilot, New 
Dodger Leader Says.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Leo Du- 
rocher, veteran shortstop of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, today signed a 
one-year contract to manage the 
team in 1939, General Manager 
Larry MacPhail announced. 

Rated one of the best defensive 
shortstops if the major leagues, 
Durocher came to the Dodgers last 
winter from the St. Louis Cardinals 
in a trade for Pitcher Roy Hen- 
shaw, Infielders Joe Stripp and 
Jimmy Bucher and Outfielder John- 
ny Cooney. He was captain of th 
Dodgers the past season. . 

Durocher, a scrappy, aggressive 
player, was picked from a field in- 
cluding Charlie Dressen, manager 
of the Nashville Vols; Frankie 
Frisch, former manager of the 
Cardinals; Jimmy Wilson, former 
pilot of the Phillies, and Bill 
Killefer, who this year managed 
the Sacramento club in the Pacific 
Coast League. 

“T talked with all these fellows,” 
said MacPhail, and Durocher is my 
man. He'll name his own coaches 
and assistants.” | 

Durocher’s first official act was 
to appoint Dressen and Killefer, 
two of the defeated candidates, as 
his coaches. This means Babe 
Ruth, the old home run king, who 
helped coach the Dodgers for sev- 
eral weeks during the past season, 
will not be back with the club. 

“I considered both the Babe and 
Wilson,” said Durocher, “but found 
they were not available. I under- 
stand Ruth wants to be a man-

the old spitball pitcher, 

who piloted the Dodgers for the 
past two years. Grimes was noti- 
fied Sept. 1 he was free to make 
another connection for next year. 

Durocher said MacPhail told him 
during the. world’s series game at 
Chicago that he would be the 1939 
playing manager of the Dodgers. 

Although only 33 years old, the 
new Dodger manager is one of 
baseball’s real veterans. He broke 
in with Hartford in the old Eastern 
League in 1925 and has been play- 
ing actively since. 

Played in Both Majors. 

Durocher has seen experience 
with four major league clubs—the 
Yankees, Cincinnati Reds, St. Louis 
Cardinals and Brooklyn. 

After playing two years at short 
for the Yanks in 1928-29, Durocher, 
known as one of the best “jockeys” 
in the American League, was sent 
to the Reds on waivers. He played 
with the Reds until May 7 of the 

1933 season and then was sent to 
the Cardinals as a part of a six- 
player deal. 

Durocher, one of the original 
members of the famous St. Louis 
Gas House Gang, starred for the 
Cardinals through the 1937 season 
when he was traded to the Dodgers. 
Most baseball men think friction 
between the shortstop and Man- 
ager Frankie Frisch was behind his 
departure from the Cardinals. As 
a consequence, the St. Louis entry 
had serious ‘infield troubles all dur- 
ing the last campaign. 

Over a period of 12 years in the 
major leagues, Durocher’s batting 
average has ranged around .250, 
but he has been known as a dan- 
gerous batsman with men on bases. 

He has played 1433 games in the 
big leagues, scored 519 runs, made 
1158 hits for 1501 bases and batted 
in 507 runs. He has appeared in 
two world’s series, with the Yankees 
and Cardinals. In 1928 for the 
Yankees, he failed to hit safely in 
four games, but in 1934 with the 
Cardinals he had an average of 
241 for seven games.

“First Ten” Batters of 1937 
_ Showed Big Percentage Drops 


By Herman Wecke 
The season of 1938 probably will go down in baseball history as the 


worst one in years for good batters. 


This holds true not only of the 


National League, which used a deader“ ball, but also in the American. 
In fact, the drop of the good batters was even more pronounced in 
the American than in the National. 


Of the first 10 of 1937, only one, 
Cecil Travis, shortstop of the Sena- 
tors, was able to gain a place in 
the 1938 “First Ten” and he showed 
a loss of nine percentage points. 

In the National, four players, Er- 
nie Lombardi, Johnny Mize, Joe 
Medwick and Lloyd Waner repeat- 
ed in the “First Ten” but only one 
—Lombardi—showed a gain. Lom- 
bardi, who won the batting title 
with an average of .342, brought 
his mark up from .334. Medwick, 
1937 batting king of the majors, fell 
off 52 percentage points; Mize 27, 
in again finishing second; and “Lit- 
tle Poison,” Lloyd Waner 17. 

Beau Bell Lost 78 Points. 

While Medwick dropped 52 points 
from .374 to 322, Charley Gehring- 
er, the American League’s 1937 swat 
leader, sufferéd an even greater 
loss, falling from 371 to 308, a 
drop of 63 points. 

Others to show big losses in the 
American were Lou Gehrig, Zeke 
Bonura, Beau Bell of the Browns, 
(who dropped from .340 to a mere 
.262), Hank Greenberg, Gerald 
Walker and Pete Fox. In the Na- 
tional, Gabby Hartnett, Billy Her- 
man, Paul Waner and Dolf Ca- 
milli fell far off their 1937 figures. 

However this decrease cannot be 
blamed on the dead baseball, inas- 
much as other stars made substan- 
tial gains. 

For instance, there was Jimmy 
Foxx of the Red Sox.- Foxx, han- 
dicapped by sinus trouble in 1937, 
had one of the worst seasons of his 
career, finishing with .286. But the 
1938 Jimmy Foxx won the batting 
title in the A. L. with .349, a gain 
of 63 points. And in the National, 
Debs Garms, a one-time Brownie, 
climbed from 259 to 314, an in- 
crease of 55 points. 

Drop of 88 Points. 

When Brooklyn paid a reported 
$60,000 for Camilli, it was expected 
that his hitting would aid the 
cause of the Dodgers. But Camilli, 


‘ 


hitting only .251, dropped off 88 
points from his 1937 figure. Despite 
his low average, Camilli was one of 
the few National League players to 
drive in 100 tallies. 

As a general rule, the gains of 
the American League’s 1938 leaders 
were larger than those of the Na- 
tional, while the “big ten” of 1937 
suffered greater losses in the A. L. 
than was the case in the Heydler 
circuit.

reproach to countries denying lib- 
erty to the individual. 

“The world has entered upon one 
of those periods of unrest, of ques- 
tioning, of disorientation and of 
conflict which have been well de- 
scribed as turning points of his- 
tory,” the Pope said. 

“Christian doctrine and Christian 
morality are under attack from 
several quarters; dangerous the- 
ories which a few years ago were 
but whispered in the secret con- 
venticles of discontent are today 
preached from the housetops, and 
are even finding their way into 
action; private immorality and 
public subversion have in many 
places raised the banners of revolt 
against the Cross of Christ. 

“Christian teaching alone, in its 
majestie integrity, can give full 
meaning and compelling motive to 
the demand for human rights and 
liberties because it alone gives 
worth and dignity to human per- 
sonality. 

“Champion of Human Rights.” 

“In consequence of his high con- 
ception of the nature and gifts of 
man, the Catholic is necessarily 
the champion of true human rights 
and the defender of true human 
liberties; 

“It is in the name of God Him- 
self that he cries out against any 
civic philosophy which would de- 
grade man to the position of a 
soulless pawn in a sordid game of 
power and prestige, or would seek 
to banish him from membership in 
the human family;

M. Harrison, railroad labor leader, 
told President Roosevelt’s Emer- 
gency Fact-Finding Board today, 
that the 15 per cent wage cut de- 
manded by the railroads was con- 


trary to the expressed program of 
the Chief Executive. 

The President of the United 
States has made it known in un- 
mistakable trems that industry and 
labor should unite to prevent wage 
reductions,” Harrison said. 

Referring to railway labor 
groups, Harrison said: We will 
not desert the President.” 

He contended that, if railroads 
were justified in seeking a wage 
reduction last February and March, 
the improvement in business since 
had nullified the justification. 

Harrison previously urged the 
board to segregate the railroads in- 
to three groups before passing judg- 
ment on the wage cut. He con- 
tended a “problem groupp’ of rail- 
roads was the cause of the rail- 
road problem. 

Harrison testified that about one- 
third of the railroads was in sound 
financial shape and well able to pay 
present wages, while another third 
was in réceivership or trusteeship 
and did not have to meet fixed 
charges. 

“It’s the middle group that is the 
problem child of the industry and 
the designation is not mine,” he 
said. “It’s that prepared by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
for a group appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to study the indus- 
try.” 

“Harmful at This Time.” 

Earlier, Monsignor John A. Ry. 
an, nationally known Catholic 
leader, testified for railroad labor 
in opposition to the wage cut. 

“It would be very harmful at this 
time,” he told the Emergency Fact- 
Finding Board which is attempt- 
ing to avert a strike by almost 
1,000,000 workers against the re- 
duction.

Unlike the general 
public, they were aware that Mr. Stephens did not 
possess sufficient means to desert his business and 
give most of his time in the last three years to the 
conservation movement. So, at the most, Mr. Ste- 
phens is guilty of an error of judgment. 

It is with keenest regret that we say this error 
of judgment destroys his usefulness as chairman of 
the Conservation Commission; the commission has 
many enemies who are quick to seize upon anything 
to disparage it and who would certainly capitalize 
and distort the current disclosure if Mr. Stephens 
should remain as chairman. No doubt, Mr. Steph- 
ens will be the first to recognize that the situation 
requires the sacrifice of his chairmanship to protect 
the conservation movement.

As a rather interesting by-product, the success 
of the CIO had the immediate effect of helping, 
rather than hurting, the A. F. of L. Many employers, 
seeing the handwriting on the wall, hastened to con- 
clude contracts with the A. F. of L. on the theory 
that its leadership was more conservative. New 
sinews of war poured into the A. F. of L. treasury 
and were used to fight the CIO. 

But why should we have the strange anomaly, 
in a period when the American labor movement is 
revitalized, of two warring factions?

MENDING DENTAL ILLS 
RELIEVES HEADACHES 


St. Louis Doctor Also Tells 
Academy Some Deafness Is 
Due to Jaw Pressure. 
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By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. — Dr, 
James B. Costen of St. Louis told 
a gathering of eye, ear and throat 

yesterday that many 
chronic headaches and some forms 
of deafness can be relieved by cor 
recting dental defects. 

Some headaches which seem to 
originate in sinus infections are 
actually due, he said, to pressure 
on nerves of the head from poor 
alignment of natural teeth or ilk 
fitting dental plates. Such pres 
sure also may cause aching of the 
tongue and jaw spasms. 

Dr. Costen explained that in such 
cases the hinge of the jawbone, 
near the front of the ear, presses 
against the fifth nerve of the head 
at the point where it emerges from 
the inside of the skull. An upward 
movement of the hinge sometimes 
results, he said, when the teeth do 
not fit properly. 

Similarly, deafness may be a re- 
sult if the jaw hinge presses against 
the eustachian tube which connects 
the middle ear with the nose, Dr, 
Costen said. 

When such a condition is found, 
he said, relief is accomplished sim- 
ply by fitting new dental plates, or 
putting crowns on worn teeth, to 
bring the jaw into normal aligne 
ment and thus eliminate the pres- 
sure. 

A treatment for sinus troubles by 
stuffing the nose with bacterial 
antigens was discussed by Dr, 
Frank J. Novak Jr. of Chicago in 
another lecture before the Amer 
ican Academy of Ophthalmology 
and otolaryngology, 

The antigens, substances which 
stimulate the body to build up anti- 
bodies and resist infection, are pre- 
pared from cultures of the germs 
found to be infecting the nose and 
sinus. 

Dr. Novak said that in many 
cases the best treatment available 
for chronic sinus trouble was an 
operation, but that some patients 
have responded well to the antigen 
treatment and its possibilities were 
being explored. 

He also related that thinitis, the 
chronic inflammation of tissues of 
the nose which resembles the com- 
mon cold, oftentimes clears up aft- 
er the administration of calcium 
lactate or thyroid e-tract. 

One form of thinitis, he said, is 
an allergic reaction to some dust 
or foreign protein and another is 
due to an upset in functioning of 
the endocrine glands. Determina- 
tion of the cause indicates which of 
the two drugs to use.

UNDER ONE AGENCY URGED 


Transfer of five public health 


programs which gre now super- 


vised by separate State agencies to 
the administration of the State De- 
partment of Health in order to fa- 
cilitate application for Federal 
grants is proposed by the Council 
of the Missouri State Medical Asso- 
ciation in a resolution published in 
the current issue of the association 
journal, 

The five programs—tuberculosis 
hospitalization, prevention of blind- 
ness, treatment of crippled chil- 
dren, cancer control and hospitali- 
zation, and all forms of medical re- 
lief—cost more than $1,000,000 a 
year. The total expenditure, the 
resolution points out, is outside the 
budget of the Health Department 
and cannot be used as a basis for 
securing Federal grants which are 
now or may be later available to 
the State through the department 
as its official health agency. 

“These separate and unco-ordi- 
nated boards and commissions fre- 
quently overlap in their activities, 
causing duplication of effort and 
increase in the cost of administra- 
tion,” the resolution states.

ANY, N. T., Oct. 12.—-New 
York’s Court of Appeals has cleared 
the way for retrial of a libel suit 
filed by Curtis B. Dall of New York 
City, former son-in-law of President 
Roosevelt, against Time Magazine. 

The State’s highest tribunal de- 
nied yesterday the magazine’s mo- 
tion for reargument of the case, in 
which the court last July 7 upheld 
a lower court ruling calling for a

Dall charged that the magazine 
story represénted him as having 
committed suicide in the White 
House in the presence of Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt and his former 
wife, now Mrs. John Boettiger. The 
fictitious example was intended to 
be an American counterpart of a 


foreign news event. 


Although a State Supreme Court 
jury gave a verdict in favor of the 
magazine, the presiding Judge set 
aside the finding and ordered a re- 


trial. The Appellate division and 
the Court of Appeals upheld his 
action. . 


COL. SAM TATE, WHO BUILT 
FORTUNE ON $150 TRACT, DIES 


“Mr. Sam,” as He Was Known, Suc- 
cumbs in Pink Marble Man- 


TATE, Ga. Oct. 12.—Col. Sam 
Tate, chairman of the board of the 
Georgia Marble Co., died late yes- 
terday at his pink marble mansion 
in Long Swamp Valley, at the age 
of 78. 

Since 1905 he had held control of 
vast stone quarrying and manufac- 
turing interests built up from a 160- 
acre tract which his grandfather, 
Samuel Tate, purchased for $150 
in 1835. The company was or- 
ganized in 1884 with capital stock 
of $1,000,000. Tate was known to 
most of the 1200 employes as “Mr. 
Sam.” The title of Colonel arose 
from his service on the staffs »of 
four Governors. He never married. 

He once served as a director of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers of the United States. He 
was a trustee of two Methodist 
schools, Wesleyan College and Em- 
ory University. He built the pink 
mansion about 10 years ago on the

Hopson’s discourse drew objec- 
tions from both the SEC examiner 
and commission counsel. Examiner 
Raoul Berger once interrupted to 
say that while he would enjoy lis- 


Louis Dabney, commission coun- 
sel, once objected that “for the last 
five minutes the answer has had 
nothing to do with the questions.” 

The hearing is being held to as- 
certain the relationship between the 
Utilities Employes Securities Co. 
and the Associated System. The for- 
mer seeks to have the commission 
declare that it is not a subsidiary 
of Associated. If it were a sub- 
sidiary it would come under the 
Holding Company Act, which would 
give the commission greater control 
over certain of its activities. 


Note-Selling Plan. 

Hopson said he was one of the 
originators of the Utilities Employes 
Securities Co. plan of selling notes 
to employes of operating companies 
affiliated with the Associated sys- 


tem. He said he advocated the; 


program in 1931 as an alternative to 
a 10 per cent pay cut which man- 
agtrs had recommended. 
Shrinking revenues df operating 
companies caused executives to urge 


| retrenchment, he said. Local Cham- 


bers of Commerce and other busi- 
ness men had urged utilities to cut 
wages, he continued, or face ef- 
forts to obtain rate reductions. He 
said business men in Associated’s 


territory complained they could not 


reduce salaries of their own em- 
ployes so long as pay of utility 
workers was unchanged. 


Hopson insisted that utility com- 


panies could not reduce wages with- 
out rate reductions which would 
eliminate benefits to the companies. 
He complained at length of “po- 
litical motives” which he said ac- 
tuated state regulatory bodies and 
prevented utilities from raising 
prices in good times and lowering 
noe in bad “as other businesses 
Rate Increases Hopeless, . 

“It is practically a hopeless task 
to get any public service commis- 
sion to allow any rate increase, no 
matter how needed it may be,” Hop- 
son said. 

He testified that instead of the 
wage cut he favored a savings pro- 
gram “that would stand employes 
in good stead in time of need.“ 


Hopson told of the original pro- 
gram under which employes, except 
those in the lowest salary grades, 
would subscribe 10 per cent of their 
pay for utilities employes’ notes. The 
obligations paid 8 per cent interest, 
he said, unless an employe sold 
them to an outsider. In that case 
the rate was reduced to 6 per cent. 

Earlier, Alex Speer, chief en- 
gineer of the PWA power division, 
called the Utilities Employes’ secur- 
ities “wall paper.” He told of his 
acceptance of some of them as a 
part of a pay increase when he was 
employed by the Florida Power Cor- 
poration and by the Virginia Pub- 
lic Service Co. 

Speer said he was president of 
the Virginia company until early 
this year. Asked if he severed hia 
connection with the company volun- 
tarily, Speer smiled and said, “I 
failed of re-election at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders.”

Chapple said 
in his public statement that he was 
forced to sign the statement, but 
that he never had “any intention of 
quitting.” : 

Heil admitted going to Chapple’s 
hotel room, the Sentinel said, but 
denied offering Chapple any money 
to drop out of the Senatorial race. 
Chapple filed papers as an inde- 
pendent candidate after his defeat 
as a senatorial candidate in the 
Republican primary. 

Chapple, second in a six-man race 
for the Republican nomination for 
Senator in the primary, announced 
the day after the election that he 
would support the Republican ticket 
in November, but that his further 
political plans were to attempt. to 
defeat the senior United States Sen- 
ator, Robert M. La Follette, in the 
1940 election. He also announced 
he would take the stump to sup- 
port the Republican ticket. He 
broke with the party leaders last 
week, however, following the plat- 
form convention at Madison. He 
announced disagreement with the 
party’s stand on old age pensions. 

Newspaper Account of Scene. 

Describing the scene in the News-

They use words, to be sure, but 
many of them have no meaning for 
them as yet. And they cannot use 
words, or connected sentences, to 
express what they feel and know. 
Knowledge is stored for a long time 
before the children have power to 
put it into words. 

That is why the kindergarten 
and first grade teachers are 80 
distressed by those eager exam- 
iners who want to test the prog- 
ress of the class every month or 
so. The children do not respond 
freely to the unfamiliar examiner; 
they do not catch the meaning of 
his words. A strange voice, a 
strange manner, a strange inflec- 
tion of speech is enough to silence 
the most intelligent class of be- 
ginners. They know far more than 
they can tell. It is better to take 
it on trust than to attempt to 
prove it by tests. 

Free and full expression of 
knowledge is a later development 
that teachers and parents must 
wait for in patience. Always, no 
matter what grade the pupil is, 
knowledge defies complete expres- 
sion. It is only when knowledge 
overflows into the realms of actual 
experiences that it can begin to be 
expressed. 4 

Often the history teacher is 
shocked at the written result of 
a prolonged.and detailed study of 
a point. “They seemed to under- 
stand it thoroughly. They made 
their maps, made out their topic 
questions and recited well. Their 
written reports are something that 
beggar description. Td be ashamed 
to have anybody see them. They 
would be sure the children had 
never been taught the point.” 

Wait. Give the knowledge time 
to season, time to work its way 
through familiar trails to experi- 
ence. Don’t give children a test 
immediately after intensive in- 
struction. Give them time to chew 
it over, time to work it into 
thoughts, then into speech and 
language. The reason they say, 
“Oh, nothing,” to your question as

The blood cells, however, mature

if we looked at growing marrow 
we would see these mother cells 
divided into two or more smaller 
but still immature cells. Finally 
the small red corpuscle would 
evolve, but it would have a nucleus 
In the human species this nucleus 
is extruded before the cell enters 
the blood stream and begins its 
active life. But in most fowls and 
lower forms, the red corpuscles still 
have a nucleus.

This terrific freak took place in a 
recent duplicate, and the variety of 
results around the room was some- 
thing at which to marvel. The bid- 
ding I have recorded took place at 
only one table, I am glad to say, and 
this particular North-South team 
came out with bottom on the board, 
Obviously, there was nothing to the 
play. The defenders could not take 
a single trick. Most Souths reached 
at least a amall slam. Several trium- 
phantly, if shakily, arrived at 
grand slam. 1 

In my opinion, the bid that prov 
a boomerang to the North-Sout 
chance was North’s selection of 


bid was, of course, correct and 
East’s three diamonds was not bad 
as an attempted nuisance bid. 
South’s three hearts was, of course, 
proper. West, with a nine card suit 
and the ace of partner’s suit, might 
well have bid four instead of the 
three spades, but the fact that he 
did not do so gave North the op- 
portunity to which I have referred. 
The four club bid actually chosen 
made matters very difficult for 
South. After East’s pass, South 
naturally rebid his seven card ma- 
jor suit, but he did not and could 
not feel by any stretch of optim- 
ism that his heart suit would be 
solid. When North raised to five 
hearts, it was too late for South 
to “go exploring” with a cue bid in 
the opponents’ suit, i. e., six dia- 
monds, to show no losers. For all 
South could tell, there were two 
spade tricks off the hand and a 
six diamond exploratory bid might 
be fatal. 

Note what a difference it would 
have made if North had bid four 
hearts instead of four clubs. East 
probably would have made no bid 
over the four hearts (since he 
would have had to stretch to five 
diamonds) and now South, much 
more at east about his own trump 
suit, would have been able to cue 
bid the diamond suit at the five 
level, showing no losers. It is prob- 
able that West would have passed 
to such a cue bid (five diamonds) 
as he actually did to five hearts, 
and then North could have co-oper- 


ing no losing spades, with a five 
spade cue bid. 

In countless hands, one partner 
can smooth out the difficulties of 
the other by raising a suit bid, 
rather than rebidding a suit pre- 
viously mentioned by himself.
